ed thing to win the war. Lloyd-George 


said that the war will be won with silver bullets, 
and this is nearly true. Our brave soldiers will 
die in France in vain if by unwise financiering 
we bankrupt our country mud become unable to 
supply them with munitions of war. 
Every 


true patriot is concerned in seeing that proper 
financial meaeures for the support of the war 
are adopted. 
The Congressman who does not 


interest himself in this question is lacking in a 
proper sense of responsibility. 


The question of financing the war -was one if 


the first to which President Wilson gave con- 
sideration. In his war message of April 2, 1917, 
after advising a declaration of war against,Gee- 
many he proceeded to discusi what the war 
would involve. He said: 


"It will involve also, of course, the grant- 


ing of adequate credits to ^the Government, 
sustained, I hope, so far as they can equita- 
bly be sustained by the present generation, 
by .well-conceived taxation. 
I say sus- 


tained so far as may be equitable by taxa- 
tion because it seems to me that it would be 
unwise to base the credits which will not be 
necessary entirely on money borrowed. 
It 


is our duty, I most respectfully' urge, to 
protect our people so far mt we may against 
the very serious hardships and evils which 
would be likely to arise put of the inflation 
which would be produced by vast loans." 
President Wilson warned Congress against 


"the inflation which would be produced by vast 
loans." : He held that the financial burden af 
the war should be sustained so far as equitable 
"by the present generation, 'by well-conceived, 
taxation."

APPROVED the President's reasoning. 
Though not always -willing- to go blindly 


where he points, I respect his master intellect. 
And as the financial view which he expressed 
agreed -with my own I was glad to support his 
plan- for financing the war. 
The war-revenue 


bill presented by Secretary McAjJoo was framed 
on the plan to pay half of the war costs by.bonds 
and half by taxation. 
This bill had the Presi- 


dent's approval, passed with my support, and ia 
the law now in effect. • 


However, the eb«t of the war began to 


run higher than had been calculated. An 
additional bond isaq* was authorized by 
Congress last fall, and recently the third 
liberty'loan was authorized. 
This brings 


the total bond issue* up to the stupendous 
sum of J14.000,000,000, or $140 for ever; 
man, woman and child in the United States. 
But notwithstanding the repeated bond is- 
sues and the many billion* increase of the 
public debt no increase in taxes on profits 
has been made. Congress did not adhere to 
the President'a plan of paying half the war 
coats from bonds and half'from taxation.

our rates we will collect for 1B17 |3,500,000,000, 
which is less than one-fourth of our expendi- 
tures. Had we adopted the British rate our col- 
lections for the same period wonld have been 
from $2,500,000,000 to $3,000,000,000 more, or a 
total of not less than $6,000,000,000. 
For in-' 


stance, the United States Steel Corporation will 
pay for 1017 taxes $233,000,000. 
Had that cor- 


poration been located in Great Britain it would 
pay for the same earnings $887,000,000, ao that 


. the Steel Corporation by paying the American 


rate instead of the British rate saves $154,000,- 
000, and is able to pay it» stockholders 49 cents 
on the dollar for 1917 alone.

I see -the evils which the

eyes. Prices of all commodities have increased

raw material in this country, lack 
of fuel, and decrease in labor supply 
due to urgent need of man power in 
the more essential industries. There 
is plenty of sugar in the West Indies 
and other places for our normal 
needs if we can import them in time 
to meet the demand. 


Due to the marine transportation 


situation throughout the world ant} 
the absolute necessity of utilizing 
every ship that is suitable for ser- 
vice, in Trans-Atlantic transportat- 
ion it is an impossibility to import 
sufficient quantities of sugar. Ex- 
perts are working day and night to 
increase the efficiency of transporta- 
tion facilities, and are using means 
for transportation that were never 
used before.

Arrangements are being made with
